But considering the scale of oper- 
ations which have taken place 
here, there are amazingly few di- 
rect traces of war. Almost all 
bridges already have been rebuilt, 
the destroyed buildings are few 
and isolated and are far outnum- 
bered by those which are still 
intact. The casual visitor would 
find it hard to believe that war 
has passed this way. 

The Galician Countryside. 

The Galician countryside is an 
extraordinarily beautiful one of 
gently rolling hills. The patient 
peasants stooped at their work in 
the patchwork fields of green and 
brown, the dun and dappled cows 
cropping the grass at the road- 
gides, whitewashed timber, hewn 
farm houses with thickly thatched 
roofs nestling among the trees, 
here and there a handsome manor 
house in a beautifully kept park, 
the dark blue Beskiden Mountains 
gshouldering up on the southern 
horizon and overhead, today, 
creamy white cumulus clouds in the 
still blue heavens.

OLLOWING is the text of the 
British official statement, ' re- 

plying to the speech of Hitler at 
Danzig: 


Herr Hitler’s speech is full of 
the gross misstatements which 
usually fall from his lips and to 
which the world has now become 
accustomed. 

It is surprising that a man in his 
responsible position should venture 
to convict himself so palpably out 
of his own mouth. 

Thus for example we now hear 
from Herr Hitler: 

“.¢ that time there lived in Po- 
land a man of ehergy and action. 
I tried in common with Marshal 
Pilsudski, to find a solution that 
would secure peace. In this we put 
aside the Versailles Treaty and at- 
tempted to reach a temporary solu- 
tion. 

“After the death of Marshal Pil- 
sudski, however, the mortal fight 
against all Germans in Poland be- 
gan anew. This fight naturally 
embittered and ruined the relations 
between the two nations. 

“It was possible for us only with 
difficulty to look on ‘while the Ger- 
man minority was barbarously ill- 
treated. The world, which is el- 
ways shaken to the depths when a 
Polish Jew who has recently emi- 
grated to Germany is deported, re- 
mained dumb in the face of this 
ill-treatment.” 

So says Herr Hitler. 

The world remained dumb in the 
face of this ill-treatment for the 
very good reasons that from the 
time of Marshal Pilsudski’s death 
until this spring Herr Hitler repre- 
sented his relations with Poland 
as excellent. 

No word was said in Germany of 
the maltreatment of Germans in 
Poland. On the contrary this is 
how Herr Hitler himself described 
his friendship for Poland.

It is not our way in 
this country to speak with boasts 
Perhaps for that very 
reason the German leaders have 
difficulty in understanding us, but 
in such comments as I have to 
make on the Chancellor’s speech, I 
shall not depart from our custom 
of speaking soberly and quietly. 
“The speech which Herr Hitler 
made yesterday at Danzig does not 
change the situation with which we 
are confronted. 
“It gave an account of recent 
events which we cannot accept as 
accurate and, as the commentary 
broadcast by the BBC last night 
clearly showed, it contained certain 
assurances of the kind which in 
recent years Herr Hitler has re- 
pudiated when it suited hig pur- 
pose, 

“Among the many misstatements 
of fact, I wish to refer in particu- 
lar to the statement that the French 
Government agreed to Italian me- 
diation while his majesty’s Gov- 
ernment refused it, The reply to 
this statement is contained in the 
communique issued by the official 
Italian news agency on Sept, 4, 
which was reproduced in the recent 
white paper and which clearly 
brought out the common attitude 
adopted by the British and French 
Governments. 

“I have since noted the strong 
communique issued today by the 
French Government, which em- 
phatically supports our attitude, I 
hope that a supplementary > white 
paper, which will be issued tomor- 
row, will make plain the _ true 
course of recent events so that pub- 
lic opinion may have no difficulty 
in forming its final judgment. 

“Herr Hitler says much in his 
speech about the humane methods 
by which he has waged war. I 
can only say that methods are not 
made humane by calling them so, 
and that the accounts of German 
bombing of open towns and ma- 
chine-gunning of refugees have 
shocked the whole world. 

Allies’ General 

“T have only one general com- 
ment to make, Our general pur- 
pose in this struggle is well known, 
It is to redeem Hurope from the 
perpetual] and recurring fear of 
German ‘aggression and enable the 
peoples of Europe to preserve their 
independence and their liberties. No 
threats will deter us or our French 
allies from this purpose.

“On the Western frontier the 
French have continued to make 
methodical and successful progress. 
The laconic but admirably clear an-

These attacks have been made 
both by day and by night and the 
achievements of the anti-submarine 
campaign after a little over a fort- 
night of war have exceeded any- 
thing which the British navy -ac- 
complished even over much longer 
périods in the last war.

“Tt is already clear that the navy 
and the merchant. service, by 
their unceasing efforts, will be 
able to maintain essential supplies 
of raw materials and food for our 
population and our industries. 

“In April, 1917, the peak month 
of action by enemy U-boats and 
mines in the last war, the average 
weekly sinkings of British tonnage 
amounted to 127,000, or 39 ships, 

Decrease in Ship Losses. 

“During the week ended the 12th 
of September last it was 95,000 tons, 
or 17 ships, and for the week end- 
ed the 19th of September, 45,848 
tons, or 13 ships. 

“Undoubtedly this decrease has 
been partly due to the working of 
the convoy system, now increasing- 
ly in operation. 

“So far as our information goes, 
139 lives, both British and neutral, 
have up to now been lost from sub- 
marine attack, excluding the losses 
incurred by the sinking of H. M. 8S. 
Courageous. There are, in addi- 
tion, 44 persons reported missing. 

“The primary aim of British 
policy at sea is to destroy or ren- 
der ineffective the warships of the 
enemy, and, as a résult, to prevent 
the enemy augmenting their war- 


at the same time protecting our 
own and neutral commerce. 

“The interests of neutrals are in- 
deed the same as our own. In war 
as in peace we depend for our life 
upon the uninterrupted flow of 
trade and it is our fundamental 
policy to preserve as far as possi- 
os the conditions of normal trad- 
ng. 

Inconvenience to Neutrals. 

“The suppression of traffic in 
contraband of war must of neces- 
sity cduse some inconvenience to 
neutrals, Our control is used only 
in cases where there is good reason 
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like resources from overseas, whilst.

“The strict adherence of His 
Majesty’s Government to the rules 
of law is in striking contrast to 
the policy pursued by Germany. No 
loss of life has been caused by the 
exercise of British seapower and

“Germany's method of submarine 
warfare and the laying of mines on 
the high seas has already resulted 
in the death of many innocent vic- 
tims, regardless of nationality, and 
in the unwarranted destruction of 
neutral property... 

“Our advance must be orderly, 
but the pace of the advance will 
steadily quicken. 

“I can assure the House that 
the effort of this country will be 
the utmost of which it is capable 
and therefore, of course, is no whit 
inferior to that made even in the 
most strenuous days of the great 
war > . — 


“In the meantime, the fact that 
during these first weeks of war 
we have not yet experienced the 
ordeal of aerial bombardment af- 
fords no reason whatéver for any 
over-hasty or wholesale dispersal 
of our home defense forces ... 

“The whole of the British com- 
monwealth of nations and empire 
is indeed at this moment inten- 
sively engaged in mobilizing 
strength under the cover. of our 
naval, military and air forces— 
forces which in the aggregate are 
stronger and more powerful than 
at the outset of any past war. 

Against Doubtful Ventures. 

“Thus the extent’ of our effort 
is rapidly increasing in every di- 
rection, but I want my final word 
today to be a word of warning.

Maness, who is 23 years old and

“Did What I Was Supposed te Do.” 

“Some people don’t think I 
should have shut that door,” 
Maness said. “I did only what I 
was supposed to do. There might 
have been some hard feelings—I 
can’t talk about that—but I think 
they were only temporary. 

“Besides, when we went in there 
last week we found the buoay of 
the sailor who was supposed to 
have had the door slammed in his 
face. The body was away over in 
the battery compartment, not any- 
where near the door. In _ facf, 
there were no bodies near the 
door.” 

Maness said that none of the sur- 
viving members of the crew had 
asked to be transferred from sub- 
marine duty thus far. Some of 
them, he said, had indicated a de- 
sire to work on a different sub- 
marine. 

“It felt funny last week—going 
back into the Squalus where we 
had all been shipmates. We had to 
man the pumps and get everything 
ready for the hospital men to re- 
move the bodies. Some didn’t want 
to go in, but it was their duty and 
they went ahead. I didn’t relish 
the idea myself. I only recognized 
one of the bodies.” 

Maness said that he had always 
wanted to ride in the diving bell, 
which was the chief factor in the 
rescue of the survivors, but “never 
thought I would get a ride in that 
way.” Discussing the salvage of 
the vessel, Maness said the crew 
had been working last week in the 
Squalus and tests showed that the

A note telling of a “big differ- 
ence” in savings accounts, written 
by Thomas T. Gordon, cashier of 
the O’Fallon (Iil.) First State 
Bank, before he shot himself at 
the bank Monday, was read last 
night to a Coroner's jury, which 
returned a verdict of suicide. 

The note, takeh from Gordon’s 
pocket, was not signed, but was 
identified as being in the cashier's 
handwriting. It read: “I can’t go 
any farther. I have ruined my 
family and my friends. There is 
a big difference in sav. accts., as 
for a long time I have taken out 
sheets to take care of notes, bonds, 
coupons and I have not used one 
cent for myself. I have made un- 
true statements, just always hop- 
ing for a break to come. 

“No one connected with the 
bank, not even Henry, knows this, 
as it has been all my own doing. 
Lizzie, Bob, Thomas, mother, dad, 
Agnes, Will, goodby, I love you 
all so.” 

The amount of the shortage will 
not be determined until bank ex- 
aminers, who took charge after Gor- 
don shot himself, complete their 
audits. Investigators of the Fed- 
eral Deposit Insurance Corpora- 
tion were to join in the examina- 
tion today. The $300,000 depository 
has been in the process of volun- 
tary liquidation for two months, 
and most depositors have been paid 
in full. Gordon founded the bank 
about 20 years ago, and was vir- 
tually in complete charge. He was 
under $10,000 bond as cashier and 
$25,000 as City Treasurer. City 
funds were included among the de- 
posits. 

Henry Fischer, assistant cashier 
of the bank until Sept. 1, the Henry 
referred to in Gordon’s note, was 
the only witness at the inquest, 
He told of finding Gordon, mor- 
tally wounded, upon entering the 
bank at 8 o’clock Monday morning.

COPENHAGEN, Sept. 20 (AP). 
Three tiny states lying along the 
Baltic Sea formed a question mark 
today in the revamping of Eastern 
Europe’s map by the German and 
Russian military machines. 

Dependent for their existence on 


the mutual interest of Germany and 


Russia in their independence, Es. 
tonia, Latvia and Lithuania bobbed 
helplessly, like corks on turbulent 
waters, in the surge of events which 
struck Poland and which may at 
any time be directed against them, 

Despite Russia’s assurances of 
neutrality, there loomed indications 
that it intended to dominate the 
North Baltic area where it wag 
said to want an ice-free port. 

Uppermost was a report by Tass, 
official Soviet news agency, that 
Polish and other submarines had 
found refuge in Baltie harbors, aj. 
legedly with the aid of certain Gov. 
ernment authorities. 

Tass cited the escape of a Polish 
submarine which had been interned 
in the Estonian harbor of Tallinn, 
adding the contention that the 
escape was aided by Estonian offi- 
cials, 

Tass said the Russian navy wag 
apprised of the facts. 

In Copenhagen, the Berlinske 
Tidende carried a report saying En- 
glish sources believed it was only 
a question of time before Estonia 
and Latvia would-be incorporated 
into Russia, advancing as the rea- 
son a reported German promise te 
give Russia a Baltic harbor.

Looking After ( wn Interests. 


We are of the opinion from now 
on to look after our interests our- 
selves, and we find we can repre- 
sent them best if the two greatest 
peoples and states come to terms 
with each other. 

This is the easier since the Brit- 
ish assertion of the unlimited aims 
of German foreign policy is proved 
I am mighty 
glad now to contradict those who 
continuously asserted that Ger- 
many had the intention to rule Eu- 
rope up to the Ural Mountains. 
They will now be happy when they 


at last learn of the limitation of 
‘German political intentions, 

I believe thereby I take another 
reason for war from them. For, 
they declare they must fight the 
present German regime just for 
these reasons, because this regime 
is pursuing unlimited war aims. 

Well, gentlemen of the British 
Empire, Germany’s aims are very 
limited. We have talked about 
them with the Russians. In the 
last analysis we are mostly inter- 
ested neighbors. Englishmen opine 
that thereby we may get into con- 
flict. 


But we shall not. The basis of 
understanding between Germany 
and Soviet Russia is the removal of 
this nightmare which bore heavily 
upon British statesmen. In their 
view the German regime desires to 
conquer the world. 

Let us hope that they are calm- 
ing down now that they know that 
it is not true that Germany wants 
to conquer the Ukraine. 


German Interests Limited. 


We have very limited interests. 
However, we are determined to 
represent these interests in any 
case. That the German does not 
stand for joking in that connection 
should have been proved by the 
events of the past 18 days. 

How definite the fixation of the 
state of conditions in this large 
territory will look depends in the 
first place upon the two countries 
which here possess their most im- 
portant interests. 

Germany here proceeds with lim- 
ited but unshakeable demands, and 
she will realize these demands one 
way or another. Germany and Rus- 


declares she is determined to op-

Through such renunciations Ger- 
many has sought to bring about a 
final satisfaction everywhere. 

We believe we would have been 
successful if certain war agitators 
did not possess an absolute interest 
in the disturbance of European 
peace. Neither against England 
nor against France have I any kind 
of war aim, nor has the German 
nation. 

Efforts to Remove Tension. 


Since I came to power I have en- 
deavored gradually to bring about 
again a close trustful relationship, 
especially with our former World 
War opponents. I endeavored to 
remove again all the tension which 
once existed between Italy and Ger- 
many, and I can state with satis- 
faction that I was completely suc- 
cessful, thanks to the close per- 
sonal relationship of trust with 
Mussolini. 

I also sought to accomplish the 
same status with France. Imme- 
diately after settlement of the Saar 
question, I ceremoniously re- 
nounced all border revision in the 
West. I set the entire German 
propaganda in the service of this 
conception and eliminated every- 
thing which could have given Paris 
occasion to doubt or be concerned. 

My offers to England are known. 
I had only the great aim of being 
able to reach a sincere friendship 
with the English people. If all 
that was met by rebuff and if En- 
gland believes today it is necessary 
to wage war against Germany, then 
I would like to make the following 
answer: - : 

Poland never again will rise in 
the form of the Versailles Treaty. 
Not only Germany, but also Rus- 
sia, guarantee that. 

If notwithstanding England now 
undertakes an apparent change of 
war aims and thereby unveils its 
real war aims, that namely a war 
against the present regime in Ger- 
many is more important, I want to 
make the following answer: 

Fundamentally I have so edu- 
cated the German people that every 
regime which is praised by our 
enemies is rejected by us. If there- 
fore a German regime would re- 
ceive the agreement of gentlemen 
Churchill, Duff-Cooper and Eden, 
then this regime would only be paid 
and kept by these gentlemen and 
thereby be unbearable for Germany. 
It. is therefore very laudable for 
us to be rejected. by these gentle- 
men. ‘ 

I can assure-these gentlemen of 
one thing:-if they would not lie I 
would be deeply concerned. I am 
proud to be attacked by them. If,

Schooling in Propaganda. 


The gentlemen can be assured: 
through their laughable propa- 
ganda they never again will dis- 
integrate the German people. These 
propaganda bunglers ought first of 
all to come to us and undergo a 
schooling? 


If a nation breaks apart, then it 
won't be the German nation, which 
is fighting for its rights, which 
wants no war but which has been 
attacked. Rather those peoples 
will fall to pieces who gradually 
will comprehend how little basis 
for war their seducers had and that 
the only reason for war Hes in 
profit and political interests of a 
very small clique. 

When they say that this war will 
last for three years, then I can 
only express my pity for the French 
poilu. 

At present he knows only that he 
will have to fight for at least three 
years. Whether the war will last 
three years also depends on us. 
If it should last for three years the 
wofd capitulation will not appear 
at the end of the third year, neither 
at the end of the fourth, nor the 
end of the seventh year. 

The German people will not 
emerge defeated from this fight. 
Instead it will grow firmer and 
firmer. If something shatters, it 
will be those so-called world em- 
pires which are solely built upon 
the suppression and ruling of peo- 
ples. 

We do not permit some narrow- 
minded propaganda  nincompoop 
to disseminate that it is only one 
regime that must be fought 
against. These people do not lead 
wars themselves, instead they 
look all around the world to find 
those who lead them, 

They supply cannons and gren- 
ades and others supply the _ sol- 
diers. What an irresponsibility! 
What would be said if we had ever 
declared that the regimes in 
France and England are not. to 
our liking and that hence we must 
make war, 

What a mean irresponsibility! . 
For such purposes millions of mén 
are hurled into death. .We shall 
see how long these gentlemen who 
have not been in the field for one 
hour will hold out in this war. .. 

There is, however,,mo doubt. 
about one thing: We accept the 
gauntlet and we shall fight in 
the same manner as our opponents. 
England already has begun the 


with hypocrisy and lies. They - 
have a weapon which they think 
is unbeatable, namely, domination 
of the seas. 

On the seas they say England 
cannot be attacked and that there- 
fore they are justified in waging 
a war with that weapon against 
women and children, not only of 
the enemy, but also of neutrals. 


Warning to England. 

They should have no illusions. 
The time could rapidly come when 
we apply a weapon against which 
we cannot be attacked. Let us 
hope that they then suddenly do 
not remember humanity. 

We Germans do not want to do 
it. It is not along-our lines. In 
this campaign I gave orders to 
spare cities if possible. Naturally, 
if a column marches across a 
marketplace and is attacked by 
airplanes, it may happen that 
somebody else is the victim. 

As a rule we have maintained 
the principle of sparing cities and 
civilian populations. At places 
where idotic or mad or criminal 
elerents did not resist, not a sin- 
gle window pane was shattered. 

In a city like Krakow not a sin- 
gle bomb fell into the city except 
at-the railway station and at the 
airdrome. 

If on the other hand in Warsaw 
there now begins a war of civ- 
ilians, in all streets and from all 
houses, then of course this war will 
include the entire city. 
It is also up to England to lead 
the blockade along lines which 
comply with international law or 
along lines which contradict inter- 
national law. 
We shall adapt ourselves to this 
warfare. There should be no mis- 
take about one thing. The English 
aim logically. no longer is a war 
against a regime, but a war against 
the German people, against Ger- 
man women and children. 

No Capitulation. 
The reaction here will be a simi- 
lar one. One thing will be certain: 
This Germany does not capitulate. 
We know exactly what the fate of 
this Germany would be. Mr. King- 
Hall on orders of his masters has 
informed us: A second (treaty) but 
still worse than the Versailles 
Treaty. 
The first Versailles Treaty was 
intended to annihilate 20,000,000 
Germans. us the second may 
nearly realize this intention. Mean- 
while we received further illustra- 
tions of how Germany shall be di- 
vided up, how Southern German 
countries shall be torn away, what 
Poland will obtain again, what new 
states shall be erected, which princes 
shall be crowned again, etc. 

The German people take due no- 
tice thereof, and will fight accord- 
ingly. 

The German people in the last 
few weeks gave a remarkable dem- 
onstration, not only of its inner 
determination but of actual cour- 
age. The German people are

BIDS ON TUNGSTEN, CHROMIUM 
ORE SOUGHT TO STOCK ARMY 


Treasury Will Determine Amounts 
to Be Bought After Offers 
Are Made. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 20 (AP).— 
The Treasury called for bids today 
on tungsten and chromium ore to 
stock up the army on “strategic 
and critical materials” under a spe- 
cial $100,000,000 appropriation of 
the last Congress. 

As in the case of a similar re- 
quest for bids on manganese ore 
issued yesterday, the Treasury said 
it would not determine how much 
tungsten and chromium ore it 
would buy until efter it sees the 
bids. 

Bidders were asked to submit 
prices on quantities of 2000 to 6000 
tons, either imported from foreign 
countries or newly mined from do- 
mestic sources. 

The purpose is to increase the 
stocks of war materials which are 
normally bought from foreign 
countries. Tungsten and chromium 
are useful in steel alloys.

PEACE COUN PLANS 
FOR ARMISTICE DA 


Proposes 1100 Group Discus- 
sions —- Speakers Want U, S. 
to Keep Out of War. 


Plans for 1100 Armistice day 
group. discussions’of the way to 
build a lasting peace were outlined 
yesterday—as the Allies of 1939 
turned away from Munich and pos- 
sibly toward a new Versailles—to 
150 committee members of the 


Peace Council of Greaver St. Louis, 
meeting at Washington University. 
“In 1914 when this country had 
the same distaste for militarism 
that we feel today,” said Henry F. 
Chadeayne, chairman, “we entered 
war to crush the force that brings 
about war. Alli the victorious na- 
tions know that we did not crush 
it. This Armistice day, we shall 
devote ourselves to the problems 
of a new. peace so designed that it 
will minimize the danger of another 
cataclysm.” 

While, Council officers empha- 
sized, all viewpoints were repre- 
sented in the meeting, and would 
be represented in the balloting and 
the radio addresses to be features of 
the Armistice day observance, 
speakers seemed unanimous in the 
view that this country must keep 
clear of war in order to work ef- 
fectively for effective peace. 
Stand on Last Armistice Day. 
This was in line with the vote of 
the organization’s group meetings 
for women last Armistice day, 210 
to aid overseas nations against 
aggression, but 2650 for “hemis- 
phere defense” and 5018 for de- 
fending United States territory; 
and similar heavy majorities in 
polls of World War veterans last 
Army day. 

Ballots on means of building 
lasting peace are being worked out 
for next Armistice day, the com- 
mittee members were informed. 
The Council again plans to have 
1100 hostesses invite 11 women each 
to luncheon at 11 minutes before 11 
o’clock. A memorial address will 
be broadcast at 11 and at 12:15, 
following discussion of the ballot, a 


the viewpoints it presents. 

Bishop Scarlett’s Views. 
Bishop William Scarlett of the 
Episcopal Diocese of Missouri told 
the committeewomen, as he had 
said in last Sunday’s sermon, that 
Europe had lost “the opportunity 
of 1000 years” to make a wise and 
lasting peace at the end of the 
World War. 

German disarmament, he _ re- 
called, had been presented as but 
a prelude to general disarmament. 
Some of the settlements had been 
admittedly temporary— including 
the establishment of the Polish 
Corridor. 

But, he added, Hitler’s solution 
had not been the right solution. He 
declared that Russia’s’ signing the 
non-aggression pact with Germany 
was “the worst betrayal of human- 
ity in history,” for, he said, “Stalin 
knew that if he signed the pact it 
would toss the world into war, 
while if he did not sign, the chances 
were infinitely against war, for the 
forces against Hitler would be too 
strong.” 

But for 20 years, Bishop Scar- 
lett added, “the terrible cost of 
not changing while there was yet 
time” had been known to the sign- 
ers at Versailles. He felt that the 
United States might help the world 
avoid the same mistakes, and that 
it could best prepare itself to help 
by staying out and cleaning up its 
own problems of poverty, unem- 
ployment and class injustice, “if 
this war ends in an orthodox way, 
that is, if it does not end in class 
war.” 

Pastor Urges Calmness. 

The Rey. George Tolley of Sec- 
ond Baptist Church urged avoid- 
ance of naive acceptance of cen- 
sored news, of hysteria which would 
distort the grain of fact even 
when it appeared under the chaff 
of propaganda, and of succumbing 
to “the persuasive power of our 
own pocketbooks’, which, he de- 
clared, would be a great if unmen- 
tioned factor in repeal of the arms 
embargo. 

He urged delving for realties of 
information and “meantime hold 
our peace and our tongues.” He ad- 
vised that his hearers make an ef- 
fort to be understanding and 
cherish “a conviction that the 
United States can keep out of war.” 

Resolutions for maintaining neu- 
trality and for retention of the 
arms embargo have been adopted 
and sent to Missouri Senators and 
Congressmen by the Catholic Union 
of Missouri, National Catholic 
Women’s Union, Missouri section, 
the Evangelical and Reformed 
Church Federation of St. Louis, 
Kenrick Council No. 686, Knights 
of Columbus, and the Business 
Circle of St. Louis. 

About 75 members of thé Peace 
Action Committee, meeting last 
night in Bellevue School, Richmond 
Heights, were urged to send per- 
sonal letters to the same effect to 
The Rev. George E. 
Sweazey said that the war was not 
between democracies and dictator, 
but “between the haves and the 
have-nots.” Joseph Forshaw, de- 
claring that France and England 
“sold out” Poland, listed European 
wars since Waterloo and said that 
“the man in the street” had no 
good of any one of them.

BUCHAREST, Sept 20 (AP).— 
The Rumanian Government an- 
nounced today Marshal Hdward 
Smigly-Rydz, -chief .of Poland's 
scattered military forces, would be 
interned in Rumania for duration 
of the European war, despite ap- 
peals from Great Britain and 
France, 

The Nazis have insisted the Mar- 
shal, like other soldiers, should be 
forced to stay in the country to 
which he fled. 

It was understood British and 
French diplomats had tried to in- 
duce the Government to permit 
Smigly-Rydz to proceed to Paris 
with President Ignace Moscicki, 
Foreign Minister Jozef Beck and 
other Polish civilian leaders. 

In the interests of Rumanian 
neutrality, Moscicki and Beck, how- 
ever, were urged to move on as 
quickly as. possible. 

A new decree law ordering all 
Czech and Polish civilians to quit 
Rumania within two weeks, was 
announced. It was understood the 
refugees were trying to arrange 
havens in England and France. | 
The Rumanian Government, anx- 
ious to maintain its neutrality, has 
returned to the German minority 
in Bessarabia 57 elementary schools 
which it confiscated several years 
ago. 

With German armies approach- 
ing its frontiers with Poland, the 
Government authorized these 
schools to teach in German, Here- 
tofore schools in Rumania have 
ad to use only Rumanian, 
From Cernauti, Rumania, it was 
reported reliably that Gen. Jozef 
Haller, founder of the Polish Le- 
gion in France during the World 
War, had been interned by Ru- 
manian authorities.

but Dalinda got $20,500, he added, 
for his part in bringing together 
a Soviet agent and alleged “con- 
tact” men who were to aid in get- 
ting State Department approval of 
the ship plans. 

Wrote of Love for Russia. 

J. B. Matthews, an investigator 
for the committee in its inquiry 
into un-American activities, pro- 
duced correspondence from Dalinda 
to Sam Carp, exporter of materials 
to Russia, in which Dalinda, re- 
ferring to the ship project, said: 

“It gives me great pleasure to 
serve the country of my birth. I 
have been put in a position Where 
I must make great sacrifices in 
order to serve Russia. I am pre- 
pared to give data without con- 
sideration and I am glad to do so 
for the patriotic reasons about 
which I have talked to you on 
many occasions.” 

Referring in correspondence to 
other mechanical inventions he was 
prepared to make available to Rus- 
sia, he said: “The advantage to 
an armed force is so unique and I 
am glad to serve the country of 
my birth.” 

Accounts of Carp were intro- 
duced earlier, showing total person- 
al deposits of $328,000 in the Manu- 
facturers’ Trust Co. in New York 
City and deposits of $585,000 in the 
name of the Carp Export and Im- 
port Co. 

Chairman Dies asked whether in 
Dalinda’s opinion the large cash 
deposits in the personal account 
did not indicate “that it was to be 
used for purposes which Carp dia 
not want known.” 

“That is the 
clusion,” said Carp. 

Matthews introduced a letter to 
Dalinda from Scott Ferris, former 
Democratic national committee- 
man, who was retained by Carp. 

The letter, sent to Dalinda’s New 
York office from Oklahoma City, 
Feb. 18, 1939, read in part: 

“Our Oklahoma papers portray 
the situation in Washington as al- 
most a civil war between the Pres- 
ident and Congress over the sale of 
anything to any foreign country. 
Of course, I recognize the Presi- 
dent is doing right in selling to 
friendly countries such ammunitions 
as they may need. I recognize we 
are only helping ourselves in lend- 
ing no fuel to the fire of the en- 
emy, for surely as we furnish am- 
munition and money and aid to our 
friends, it just relieves our own 
boys of doing that much fighting. 
Perhaps this is a selfish view. 


“I feel sure the President will 
win out in this as I hope he will 
win out in Mr. Carp’s matter. Of 
course, whether it is opportune 
now to plunge into this Russian 
question and how far Mr. Carp and 
his associates would stand up un- 
der the fire and investigation of 
Congress, I do not know. How 
much he would stand true to, I 
do not know. How much he 
would dump on to us, I do not 
know.” 

Ferris As “Contact” Man. 

Rhea Whiteley, committee coun- 
sel, obtained testimony from Carp 
yesterday that Ferris and Preston 
McGoodwin, also identified with 
the Democratic National Commit- 
tee, had been hired as “contact” 
men to get State Department ap- 
proval of battleship plans. He also 
said he had paid them a total of

Dalinda, however, refused to say 
under questioning by Whiteley, that 
Ferris and McGoodwin were “con- 
tact” men. He said, however, that 
he received a “cut” from both men 
as a result of money they got from 
Carp. 

From McGoodwin, a former re- 
porter on the Joplin (Mo.) Globe, 
to Venezuela, he got half of a 
$25,000 fee, he said, while Ferris 
paid him $8000. 

Asked by Chairman Dies if he 
had any other dealings with Mc- 
Goodwin or Ferris, the witness re- 
plied: 

“Ferris is interested in oil lands 
in Oklahoma and I hope to do 
business with him.”

OTTAWA, Sept. 20 (AP).—Can- 
ada summoned trained flyers today 
for immediate overseas. duty and 
began organizations for a volun- 
teer expeditionary force of 32,000 
men to be available in event they 
are needed in the European war. 


At the same time the Government 
ordered doubling of the naval per- 
sonnel and .construction of a large 
number of anti-submarine craft as 
additional measures of co-operation 
with Britain. 

The Defense Ministry said the 
expeditionary force would consist 
of two war strength divisions of 
16,000 men each. They will be-re- 
cruited by volunteers. from the 
50,000 men now under arms in 
Canada, the ministry explained. 
It was expected the first division 
would be ready for overseas serv- 
ice early in the new year. 

Announcement of plans for ex- 
pansion of the dominion’s naval 
forces disclosed that Canada has 
been co-operating with the British 
navy in defense of Canadian ports 
and in convoy work off the coast. 

While Canada stepped up its 
war preparations, a naval dock- 
yard commander in Halifax, N. S., 
issued a statement saying “fairly 
reliable reports indicated that a sub- 
marine may have been operating 
off the Nova Scotia coast.” 

Depth Bomb Dropped. 

A Canadian destroyer engaged in 
a search for the suspected subma- 
rine, the commander said, and 
dropped a depth bomb in a suspi- 
cious area. The effect was not 
known, 

The Government said it antici- 
pated civilian pilots would co-oper- 
ate with the Royal Canadian air 
force in meeting immediate de- 
mands for trained flyers abroad.

T is not too much to say that the fate of the world depends on what

Poland's fight alone against Germany, cut off from rescue by 
France and Britain, may have seemed in world opinion no more than 
a heroic struggle for liberty by a gallant people against overwhelming 
odds. Its eventual defeat, however magnificent the Poles’ courage and 
their supreme valor, was foreseen by all military minds. 


Great Britain and France knew 
when they declared war on Ger- 
many for this ruthless aggression 
that before long the main force 


of Germany’s war machine would 
swing upon them. We had no illu- 
sion about that. 

But the advance of Russia in 


-Europe alters everything and en- 


larges everything by increasing 


‘|the menace and raising new uncer. 


tainties. What Russia does 
reaches out to problems in. the 
Pacific. It involves the fate of 
China and Japan. Australia also 
has new anxieties, for the Russian 
Bear sprawls across the earth from 
east to west. 


Small Nations Terrified. ~ 


In Europe, this Russian move 
which gave a death blow to Poland 
terrifies many small nations. Lat- 
via, Lithuania and Estonia stare 
across their frontiers and await 
the surging tide of Red soldiers. 
Their ramparts are not high 
against that flood. How far will 
Stalin, despot in Moscow, bid his 
hordes advanc? What price has 
Germany paid for this pact with 
Russia? 


In Downing street and Quai 
d’Orsay British and French states- 
men are trying to read that riddle. 
Knowing something of Russia and 
much of Germany, I believe two 
things are certain: 

Germany has opened its gates to 
the Russian Bear, which one day 
will bite its throat. 

Secondly, Stalin and not Hitler

After years of being Polish, to the

Sacred City to All. 


All three contestants look upon 
Vilna as a sacred city. It is filled 
with churches and other land 
marks which are venerated by 
Lithuanians or Poles or Russians. 
To the Lithuanians, Vilna is holy 
because it was the capital of Lithu- 
ania in the days of her greatest 
expansion. I remember meeting 4 
couple of Lithuanians once—at the 
time when their native land was

Not long ago tension between 
Poland and Lithuania eased some- 
what, the two negotiated a com- 
mercial treaty, and there was talk 
of resumption of normal traffic 
across the dead frontier. 


Now, with unhappy Poland elim- 
inated from the Vilna dispute for 
the time being, Lithuanians and 
Russians are snarling at each other 
again as to who is to own it. Which- 
ever gets it, it is sure to be the 
cause of more bad blood. I sup- 
pose there are ladies in Vilna 
nowadays who feel about the com- 
mander of the occupying Russian 
troops as that other lady of my 
acquaintance thought about Gen.

The truth is that the act, as it stands now, is 
dangerous in the extreme, 

It permits the sale of American goods of all kinds 
—with the exception of arms, munitions and imple- 
ments of war—to all warring nations. These goods 
may now be sent across the ocean in ships flying the 
American flag. At this very moment, they are tra-, 
versing the Atlantic Ocean. : 

The thing which plunged us into the last war was 
the German submarine attacks upon our ships. Un- 
less we change the so-called Neutrality Act, we are 
inviting a repetition of that condition. 

German submarines are highly active and have 
already sunk many British ships. If the war goes on, 
it will not be lohg before our ships are sunk—with 
the resultant hue and cry for American interven- 
tion. 

The so-called Neutrality Act should be revised as 
soon as possible to include the cash-and-carry prin- 
ciple. 

That means that all nations could buy what they 
pleased—including arms, munitions and implements 
of war—on our shores, provided, first, they_could pay 
cash, and, second, that they could carry away their 
purchases in their own ships. 

What happened to those ships after they left our 
shores would be no concern of ours. 

The cash-and-carry principle, we repeat, would be 
applied to all comers, Senator Borah points out that 
perhaps Japan and Russia would take advantage of it 
to buy goods for Germany. Very well. That state- 
ment only emphasizes the neutral character of the 
principle. It impairs Senator Borah’s own argu- 
ment that those who favor revising the so-called 
Neutrality Act are interested only in the fate of 
France and England. 

When the Post-Dispatch favors the cash-and-carry 
principle, it is thinking in terms of America. {It is 
thinking of the importance of keeping American ships 
out of the war zones. It is thinking of America’s

But rifles, cannon, bombs, lead, copper, cotton and 
airplanes and the elements of which they are com- 
posed represent only one phase of war, 

Soldiers must eat, must they not? They must be 
clothed, must they not? They must carry various 
sorts of equipment. 

No one, not even Senator Borah or Father Cough- 
lin, is proposing that we place an embargo on every- 
thing to Europe. But what essential difference is 
there between selling Europe food, clothing and other 
things absolutely vital to war, and selling arms and 


munitions?

HITLER’S NEXT MOVE. 

Adolf Hitler’s speech at Danzig is being carefully 
scrutinized for clews as to his next move. However 
fiery he may have been on the familiar theme of the 
Versailles Treaty, however bombastic in his praise 
of German military might, however florid in his 
expressions of confidence in Germany’s future, the 
speech was notable for his intimations that he is 
ready to talk peace. 

This is derived not only from his flat statement, 
“We have no war intentions against either England 
or France,” which is eloquent enough‘ in itself, but 
from various other passages such as: “The statesmen 
have been shown what the German army can do 
and now they ought to have the proper point of 
view”; his discussion of humanity in war; his men- 
tion of Premier Mussolini’s peace proposal just before 
the war began; and the remark: “It has always been 
my aim to maintain friendship with Great Britain.” 
Up to the present, Hitler has limited himself largely 
to defensive tactics on the Western front, in sharp 
contrast to the type of warfare he loosed in the 
East. He has failed to bomb London or Paris. In 
public statements of various kinds, Gen. Goering 
and other propagandists have taken a particularly 
conciliatory attitude toward France, in an obvious 
effort to drive a wedge between the two Allies. 
Now that Poland is crushed, Hitler can give hig 
full attention to the war in the West, which has not 
really begun; at least, no important tactical 
or strategic change has occurred there since 
Sept. 3 which would rule out the possibility of a 
peace offer from Berlin. So it would surprise no 
one, because the world is accustomed to Hitler’s 
audacity, if he should say to France and Britain 
that, since Poland has been divided between Germany 
and Russia, the immediate cause of the war no longer 
exists; therefore, why not an armistice? 

Despite the many astonishing things that have 
occurred in Europe, France and Britain are not ex- 
pected to accept such an offer. But, in turning it 
down, they must be prepared for German military 
moves of the most aggressive and unexpected kind, 
such as the invasion of neutral Belgium, Switzerland 
and the Netherlands. Hitler certainly is not going 
to sit quietly in the Siegfried line, engaging in desul- 
tory artillery duels with the enemy, first, because 
such inaction is foreign to his whole temperament 
and, second, unless the war is a comparatively short 
one, the Allied blockade may prove as deadly as it 
was in the last war. 
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McKITTRICK’S WEIRD RULING ON FIRE HAZARDS. 

Attorney-General McKittrick has ruled, for the 
oddest of reasons, that the City of St. Louis has no 
power to enforce safety measures in the public 
schools. If his interpretation is accepted by Prose- 
cuting Attorney Finnegan, the controversy over the 
closing of third floors in school buildings presum- 
ably comes to an end. 

Mr. McKittrick’s interpretation of the law is an 
amazing one. He concludes that the Legislature, in 
adopting fire-escape requirements for schools in Mis- 
souri, did not mean public schools. The legislators, 
he asks us to believe, were concerned about students 
in parochial schools, business colleges, nursery 
schools, barber colleges, etc., and cared nothing what- 


ever about the safety of the thousands of public 
school pupils over the State! 

Waiving that point, however, where would accept- 
ance of the ruling leave the school controversy? 
Either there is a fire hazard or there isn’t. The 
Strayer survey, the Fire Chief and the School Board's 
own Building Commissioner have said there are def- 
inite hazards.

controversy has tended to cloud the definite hazards 
to children’s lives of which the reports have warned:

room, and other dangerous conditions.

Similar reports are kept in 
the more efficient courts throughout the country. 

The Presiding Judge and the Circuit Clerk should 
stand their ground, and in so doing should: have the 
full backing of the Circuit Court as a whole and of 
the Bar Association.

but it is a step in the direction of possibly 
saving us from eventual participation rather 
than of bringing that Participation nearer, 
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Nor is the repeal which I favor a departure 
from those traditional policies of our coun- 
try in regard to involvement in European af- 
fairs in which Senator Borah ‘so deeply be- 
lievés and to which he so eloquently refers 
in his argument. On the contrary, a repeal 
of this legislation would be a return to those 
traditional policies of our Government and 
our forefathers since the very foundation of 
the United States. 

There was no faith of our fathers so firm 
or so clear as their faith that the United

“Secretary Lansing declared that the Unit- 
ed States -had, from the foundation of the 
Republic, advocated and practiced unre- 
stricted trade in arms and military supplies, 
because it had never been the policy of the 
nation to maintain in time of peace a large 
military establishment or stores of arms and 
ammunition sufficient to repel invasion by 
a well-equipped and powerful enemy, and 
that in consequence the United States would, 
in the event of attack by a foreign Power, 
be at the outset of the war seriously, if not 
fatally, embarrassed by the lack of arms and 
ammunition and of the means to produce 
them in sufficient quantities. 

“‘The United States has always,’ he said, 
‘depended upon the right and power to pur- 
chase arms and ammunition from neutral 
nations in case of foreign attack. This right, 
which it claims for itself, it cannot deny to 
others.’ : 

“He declared that the general adoption by 
the nations of the world of the theory that 
neutral Powers ought to prohibit the sale 
of arms and ammunition to belligerents 
would compel every nation to have in readi- 
ness at all times sufficient munitions of war 
to meet any emergency which might arise.

HE central thesis of Senator 
T Borat's argument is that the

In 1812, aft- 
er having had an embargo, we also 
entered the war and were invaded 
and the Capitol at Washington was 
burned. 

It is evident, therefore, that 
American experience does not sus- 
tain the argument that an embargo 
is a protection against becoming 
involved in a general war. 

The true lesson, it seems to me, 
to be drawn from our experience in 
the Napoleonic wars and in the 
World War is that it is not propa- 
ganda, and not sentiment and not 
having an embargo or failing to 
have an embargo which determines 
whether a neutral becomes involved 
in a great war. 

What drags a neutral into a war 
is weakness, the incapacity to make 
itself sufficiently feared and re- 
spected by nations that are desper- 
Stely at war. 

That is what got us into the Na- 
poleonic wars, though we had had 
Jefferson’s embargo. We were a 
small nation without sea power, 
and it seemed as if our rights could 
be disregarded with impunity. And 
weakness, I am firmiy convinced, is 
what got us into the World War. 
Our failure to arm and the presi- 


both parties solemnly swore to stay 
out of the war, convinced Admiral 
von Tirpits and Gen. Ludendorff 


could not fight, if they torpedoed 
our ships without warning. 

For this reason, I believe that the 
character of Senator Borah’s argu- 
ment tends to aggravate rather 
than to diminish the risks of en- 
tanglement in the world war. 

In America, his speeches, and a 
speech like that of Col. Lind- 
bergh’s, will be taken as the fervent 
pleas of sincere men .seeking only 
to protect their countrymen against 
the horrors of a foreign war. 

But those same speeches have 
been heard in every capital of the 
world, and there they will be as- 
sessed quite differently. They will 


eration in mind: to determine how 
much they indicate a willingness in 
the United States to assent to any 
kind of war, to any measures of 
war, to any settlement of the war 
in Europe and Asia. 

The reaction to these speeches 
will be studied to find out wheth- 
er it is true that the American 
people see no difference between 
the aggressors and their victims, 
whether the United States does not 
care who wins and what kind of 
peace comes of it, whether the Unit- 
ed States has in fact renounced its 
rights as a neutral under interna- 
tional law, its sovereign right to 
make goods and sell them, and 
how far it has determined under no 
circumstances to resent injuries and 
resist wrong. 

. s *. 


In sofar as Europe and Asia are 
led to believe that our neutrality is 
non-resistant, we shall be inviting 
injuries that in the end we shall re- 
sent. 

We shall have given out the im- 
pression that our neutrality is based 
not on strength and a clear convic- 
tion of our interests but upon weak- 
ness and fear and confusion of 
mind. That impression will have 
greater practical consequences than 
anything we do, or do not do, about 
the embargo on arms. 

If we give the impression that we 
can be imposed upon, surely in 
this desperate war we shall be im- 
posed upon. If we give the impres- 
sion that we can be intimidated, 
surely we shall be confronted with 
more and more intimidation. If we 
give the impression that we do not 
trust ourselves to sell arms, because 
we are so feeble and so corrupt that 
our people would then be unable to 
decide any other great question on 
its merits, we shall be treated as a 
decadent democracy that strong na- 
tions may safely disregard. 

Then it will surely turn out that 
the impression was misleading, that 
Americans will not be imposed up- 
on, will not be intimidated, are 
not corrupt and are not decadent. 

We shall have given the warring 
nations what looked like a free 
hand to disregard us, and when 
they have disregarded and provoked 
us sufficiently, the fat will be in the 
fire. 

s s . 

That .is why the only safe course 
is to maintain a strong neutrality, 
intended to impress the rest of the 
world with our resolution and our 
strength, rather than with our weak- 
ness and our fear. That is the only 
kind of neutrality which will be re- 
spected sufficiently to permit us to 
stay out of the war. 

There is little mercy in the world 
today for the weak, and there is no 
safety for the defenseless and no 
peace for the irresolute. 

If this country is to pass through 
the ordeal of the years to come, 
having preserved its security and 
its self-respect and its honor, it 
must begin by putting the world 
on notice that it is unafraid, that 
it is invincibly strong, that it is 
united and that it is mature, that 
it knows its interests and is capable 
of defending them. 

Only in that spirit of confident 
self-reliance shall we be able to pre- 
serve the lives of our people, their 
fortunes, their peace and the liber- 


ties that they cherish,

United Charities Votes 
Change Its Method of Al- 
locating Funds. 


to 


The board of directors of United 
Charities, Inc., yesterday approved 
a new plan for the distribution of 
funds to member hospitals, under 
which the allocation will be made 
in proportion to the charity work 
performed instead of on the pres- 
ent operating deficit basis. 

The new method, which will be- 


come effective Jan. 1, provides for 
the distribution of funds on a char- 
ity patient per diem basis. The 
amount a hospital will receive from 
the United Charities will be de- 
termined by the free service of- 
fered without having sufficient. in- 
come of its own for the work. Other 
factors to be considered in allocat- 
ing funds will be the amount of 
free clinical service, special needs 
in repairs and equipment replace- 
ments and allowances for adequate 
medical social service. 
“The new plan is based on the 
theory that hospitals are public 
service institutions, and if they do 
charity work beyond their own re- 
sources they are entitled to finan- 
cial support of the community,” it 
was said by Kirk E. Latta, execu- 
tive director of United Charities. 
Like Plan in New York. 
The new plan is virtually the 
same as that used by the United 
Hospital Fund in New York and 
approved by the American Hospital 
Association. It was recommended 
by the Hospital Citizens’ Commit- 
tee following a study of methods 
used in other cities. 
The previous distribution plan, 
which had met with considerable 
criticism, provided for the pay- 
ment of funds on the basis of op- 
erating deficits incurred by hos- 
pitals as a result of their charity 
work. Last year Superintendent E, 
E. King of Missouri Baptist Hos- 
pital, chairman of a committee rep- 
resenting that institution and Dea- 
coness, Lutheran and Christian 
Hospitals, complained that the old 
plan excluded these hospitals from 
sharing in United Charities funds. 
Applications of the four hospitals 
for membership in United Charities 
will be voted on by the board today. 
Report to Medical Society. 
A report on the new plan was 
given last night by Dr. Louis H. 
Jorstad at a meeting of the St. 
Louis Medical Society at the so- 
ciety’s building, 3829 Lindell boule- 
vard. Other reports on the health 
program of the society’s Economics 
Committee were presented also. 
Dr. F. J. Dean Sauer, a member 
of the board of directors of the 
Medical-Dental Service Bureau, as- 
serted the bureau had aided nearly 
3000 persons make arrangements 
or the budgeting of $250,000 in med- 
ical, dental and hospital bills since 
the -bureau was established about 
four years ago. The patients have 
made about 20,000 payments total- 
ing $140,000. The purpose of the 
bureau, he said, is to enable persons 
of low income to budget their bills 
from illnesses over any period they 
will need conveniently to pay the 
bills. 
Dr. Carl F. Vohs reported that 
Group Hospital Service had paid 
hospitals about $425,000, represent- 
ing nearly 10,000 admission, since 
the service was organized slightly 
more than three years ago. Group 
Hospital Service, which was spon- 
sored by the Medical Society and 
is under the direction of the medi- 
cal profession, the public and the 
hospitals, has more than 82,000 
members, he said.

Serious Shortage of Electric Power 
in Japan Reported. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 20 (AP).— 
A serious shortage of electric pow- 
er in Japan, curtailing industrial 
production, was reported to the 
Commerce Department:‘today by its 


attache in Tokyo. 

A department statement said the 
shortage was caused by the scarcity 
of coal and also by drouth which 
has affected hydro-electric stations. 

“The power shortage,” the state- 
ment said, “has been so acute that 
many industrial concerns have been 
unable to maintain their produc- 
tion schedules.

NEW ENGLAND STORM DAMAGE 
WIPED OUT AFTER A YEAR 


Only Remaining Evidence of Hurri- 
cane That Took 600 Lives Is in 
Battered Forests. 

BOSTON, Sept. 20 (AP)—The 
New England hurricane that took 
more than 600 lives and caused 


property damage estimated at $400,- 
000,000 struck just a year ago to- 
morrow—and now hardly a.trace of 
its fury remains. 
Only in wind-smashed, battered 
woodlands, froin Long Island to 
Maine, may evidence of that great 
storm still be seen. Rehabilitation 
has almost been completed every- 
where,

Will the Germans endeavor to 
break through the Maginot line? 
I was told two months ago by a 
German staff officer that German 
military experts considered it would 
cost them 1,000,000 men to smash 
through the French lines. He 
thought there would be long con- 
sideration before they. make that 
sacrifice. They would only risk 
it, he said, tf internal conditions 
and need for desperate haste forced 
it on them. 

Swiss Fear Invasion. 

My own view is that, before a 
final attempt to smash through aft- 
er repeated assaults to test the 
French and British strength, they 
might try to outflank it, either by 
violating the Dutch or Belgian neu- 
trality: or driving down between 
Basel and Zurich, That, anyhow, 
is the fear in Swiss minds, and it 
has been there for a long time. Six 
years ago when I was in Geneva I 
spoke with some gangs of laborers 
working on the riew palace of the 
League of Nations. 

“That’s going to be a fine build- 
ing for the League of Nations,” I 
said in everyday conversation. They 
laughed derisively. : 

“That's not a new palace for 
League of Nations,” they told me. 
“I€ is a hospital for, the wounded 
of the next war.” They assured 
me it was all cut and dried. “The 
Germans,” they said, “will come 
through Switzerland next time, 


They will drive down from Basel, / 


but we shall give them a hot time.” 

That was only popular opinion, 
but if Germany is checked at the 
Maginot line—as certainly her ar- 
mies will be—her leaders will have 
no scruples about violating the 
neutrality of Belgium on the right 
wing or the Swiss on the left. Swit- 
zerland will be a hard nut to crack. 
Every mnows how to shoot. They 
will fight to the death. 

There is another factor which 
will check Germany from choosing 
this way: What about Italy? Italy 
under Mussolini is undoubtedly 
swinging toward Britain and 
France. One proof of this is the 
appointment of a new Italian Am- 
bassador to London after a lapse 
of some time. Italian opinion has 
been profoundly shocked by the 
German alliance with Russia, Pre- 
vious to that the Italian senti- 
ment loathed the Berlin-Rome 
axis, as I found out for myself when 
I was last in Rome.

N a report on Medical Progress 
in the New England Journal! of 
Medicine, Prof. Dameshek of 
Tufts Medical School, 
picks the following as the most im.

slide, stain it and look at it under 


&@ microscope. That is what diag- 
nosticians have been doing for 4 
or 50 years. And they have learned 
a lot. 

But the circulating blood, which 
is what you study that way, is con. 
ditioned by the bone marrow, be- 
cause it is in the bone marrow that 
the circulating blood cells originate, 
A few years ago a method was de. 
vised by which some bone marrow 
can be obtained for microscopicaf 
study. The bone selected igs the 
breast bone. A small cut is made 
in the skin and a special needle 
goes through the bone plate and 
whips out a piece of marrow for 
inspection. The operation does not 
hurt any more or as much as the 
drilling of a tooth and is perfectly 
harmless. 

It has become firmly established 
as a method of studying blood dis. 
eases. A much more exact idea of 
what is going on can be gained 
from these marrow  punctures— 
whether the blood is regenerating 
or degenerating and which cells 
are involved. 

So if your doctor proposes to suck 
some of your sternal marrow out, 
don’t object. It is all in the ip 
terests of science.

HOLLYWOOD, Sept. 20. 

T was a quarter of 10, the night 

was warm and stuffy and the 

audience in a little Riverside 
theater, some 50 miles from Holly- 
wood, fidgeted under the tortures of 
a lower bracket “B,” which had just 
got under way. Some were strol- 
ling toward the exits. 

Suddenly, in the midst of a talk- 
ative sequence, the sound appa- 
ratus wailed off into a_ weird 
screech, the “B” faded away and 
up popped the announcement, so 
familiar to suburban fans:. 

“You are now about to witness 
a major studio preview—your com- 
ments written on cards handed out 
in the lobby will be appreciated.” 

The audience came to attention. 
When the main title, “Gone With 
the Wind,” flashed on the screen, 
there seemed a full minute of 
breath-taking silence. But final- 
ly, when the 250 fans pinched them- 
selves into a realization they were 
sitting in on the first public show- 
ing of the most talked-of movie 
in Hollywood's history, pandemoni- 
um reigned for a matter of min- 
utes. 


We weren’t on hand for the 
debut, but one of our trusted 
scouts reported that the show ran 
three hours and 47 minutes, with 
a 10-minute intermission. He said 


the film carried a spectacular and 
dramatic flair which made time 
pass unnoticed, that the high pic- 
torial point was reached in the 
scenes around besieged Atlanta and 
that the most intense bit of melo- 
drama came when Scarlett O’Hara 
shot down the Union marauder in- 
vading the Tara plantation. For 
poignancy, he said, everything fell 
before the death of the little daugh- 
ter Rhett Butler worshipped.
